Another Attack Reported and Denied. 


New York, April 2.—Tokio sent a report yesterday to the effect that 
Vice Admiral Togo made another attack on Port Arthur on the night of 
March 30th and 31st, but St. Petersburg had not heard of the report 
and as Viceroy Alexieff was at Port Arthur yesterday, and reviewed 
the squadron, the Tokio dispatch probably had no foundation in fact. 


Heavy Japanese Losses. 


New York, April 2.—That the Japanese losses in kilied and wounded 
in the Chong Ju engagement were more serious than reported in the ori- 
ginal despatches seems to be proved by supplementary messazes; from 
Corea to St. Petersburg. 

The Japanese wounded were conveyed frum the field by huadreds of 
Corean bearers and so restricted was the Japenese foree that on one oc- 
casion the red cross flags were hoisted in token of surrender. The Rus- 
sian cavalry, one despatch stated, was in rather bad condition, and was 
seen falling back on the Yalu, where it is believed a stand will be made 
and an issue forced.

Togo is about 55 years old, and, un- 
like many of Japan’s most distin- 
guished men, of neither noble nor 

| princely birth, He isa simple gen- 
tleman, but a Samurai of the great 
Satsuma clan, that clan which has 
furnished the Island Empire with her 
Lest naval men. Im fact, when Togo 
entered the navy, every officer in it 
was of the Satsuma, just as every 
officer in the army was of that othe: 
great clan, the Choshu. He is de=-

man, with full black beard and movw;-

It fell to, Togo'’s lot to 
begin, the fighting, and this is how 
it caine about, as related by. the Lon- 
don Mail: 

“The Kowshing, a transport vessel 
flying the Pritish flag, with a Brit- 
ish captain and crew, and carrying 
some 1,100 Chinese soldiers for Asan, 
was met by. Togo in. the Naniwa, 
who signalled to her by firing two 
biank eartridges, to stop, which she 
did, Thereafter a Japanese lieut- 
enant went on board the Kowshing 
with a, preemtory order from. Togo 
that the transport must proceed no 
further toward her destination, but 
at once accompany the Naniwa to the 
main Japanese fleet. Capt. Gals- 
worthy of the Kowsnaing, was willing 
to obey these orders, but not so 
minded were the officers of the Chin- 
ese forces on the vessel; they immbd:
